Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an inter^/iew with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interv/lew as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , i .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Next line, delete "psoriasis, psoriatic arthritis, rheumatic fever, rheumatoid 
arthritis, shock,"

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants have provided a number of journal articles to show that their newly 
added method claims (claims 27-31) are supported by literature of current state of art 
and thus, are enabled. The references provided by applicants can be divided into 
several categories, each of which addresses one type of disorders associated with 
matrix metalloproteinase activities (see applicants' Reference List). The disorders 
include glaucoma, cachexia/anorexia, alcoholism, acute infection, periodontitis, multiple 
sclerosis, fever, solid tumor growth and tumor invasion by secondary metastasis, 
cardiovascular effects, hemorrhage, coagulation. In view of the references and other 
recently published journal articles that discuss phase II and phase III trials of matrix 
metalloproteinase inhibitors, some of which are structurally similar to the instant 
compounds, for the potential treatment of cancer, in particular metastatic cancer and 
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HIV-related Kaposi's sarcoma and other disorders, some of the treatments in claims 27- 
31 are deemed enabled. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
